Denver, Jan. 17.—As a result of the 
complete tieup of the coal mines of this 
state, due to the strike of the m iners, 
which began several weeks ago in the 
northern coal fields and gradually ex­ 
tended to all the other districts of Colo­ 
rado as well as New Mexico, Colorado 
is on the verge of a coal famine.
